REAGAN’S U.N. SPEECH: President Reagan, in his 
sixth and final speech to the United Nations, today call s for 
a comprehensive worldwide ban on chemical weapons, and 
for renewed superpower efforts to resolve world regional 
conflicts. He’ll then meet with the foreign ministers of Isra- 
el and Egypt, and with Zimbabwe President Robert Mu- 
gabe, Project Hunger’s 1988 winner of the Africa Prize. 
Tuesday, Reagan will meet with representatives of Japan, 
India and Pakistan, and hosts a farewell session with the. 
NATO allies plus Japan, Australia and South Korea.
